T= LAW AND THE CONSTITUTION 

| Practical recognition of the value 
| as a builder of good citizenship of a 
knowledge of the American Constitu- 
tion was among the most significant 
“acts of the American Bar Association at 
its Seattle convention. 


The convention, representative of the 
best and ablest elements of the legal 
profession, did not content itself with 
merely a formal indorsement of the 
hardly debatable principle that. fa- 
miliarity with the fundamentals of our 
system of representative government 
better fits its possessor for the intelli- 
gent discharge of his obligations as a 
citizen. The adoption of the recommen- 
dation of the association’s Committee on 
American Citizenship that a knowledge 
of the Constitution should be:-made a 
requisite for admission to the bar and 
that the study of the Constitution in the 
public schools should be extended, alike 
indicate on the part of the lawyers a 
lively appreciation of the part which 
their profession may properly and logi- 
cally play in thus stren the 
foundations of Americanism. 

The. high praise which the association 
gives to the national oratorical contest 
and its suggestion that the scope of the 
contest be enlarged to include still 
younger boys and girls constitute recog- 
nition from qualified sources of the 
good work which the contest is accom- 
plishing. On this excellent basis, thinks 


with | the association, much may be built. 


The American Bar Association and 
the State and local organizations affili- 
ated with it are obviously well equipped 
to further this patriotic work. The 
courts and their officers, which includes 
members of the bar, are the guardians, 
interpreters and expounders of this fun- 
damental law; the Constitution is their 
specialty, and they should best be able 
to guide the study of it into the proper 
channels, to point out which phases are 
important and which require less atten- 

Constitutional study in the lower 
grades of the public schools is impor- 
tant, the association points out, because 
s0 many students go no farther in their 
education and knowledge of such great 
utility to organized society needs to be 
‘widespread. 

It is somewhat surprisinz to learn 
that, in the opinion of the Bar Associa- 
tion, schools of law somewhat neglect 
this important subject. State boards of 
examiners have the power to remedy 
this deficiency and no doubt will act up- 
on the association’s recommendation 
that they do so. : 


Intensive study of the Constitution by 
law students should have a tendency to 
raise the standards of the bar by mak- 
ing candidates realize how much the 
stability of government depends upon 
lawyers. It should decrease the number 
of pettifoggers and shysters by impress- 
ing upon them the harm they do to the 
body politic. Few men are so com- 
pletely selfish that they will set them- 
selves deliberately to tear down the fab- 
ric of society. It is ignorance of the ef- 
fect of their activities, misconception of 
their duty, rather than willful malice, in 
the case of many lawyers of antisocial 
trend. 


Patriotic lawyers are better lawyers 
from all points of view, and there is no 
study like that of the Constitution, its 
origin and its historical background, for 
imparting intelligent patriotism. 

The association's opinion of the ora- 
torical contests is expressed in these 
words framed by its committee on citi- 
zenship, and adopted: 

“We acknowledge with found ap- 
preciation the great work t the lead- 
ing ‘newspapers of the, country are 
carrying on with the national oratorical 
‘contest on the Constitution. That ten 
foreign nations are encouraging similar 
contests in the schools of their coun- 


| tries, and annually join with representa- 


tives of our schools in an international 
oratorical contest, is a tribute to the 
genius and enterprise of those who con- 
ceived‘ and those who have promoted 
the plan. 

“We urge that State, county and city 
bar associations identify themselves 
closely with this magnificent movement 
which is so completely in accord with 
the American Bar Association’s pro- 
gram of continuously, persistently and 
intelligently working toward the general 
teaching of the Constitution to the 
plastic and absorbent mind of youth.”

ELPING THE COURTS 
Different States are trying variant 
methods in the effort to make the courts 
catch up with crime. It is mentioned 
that in nine States judicial councils have 
been created. These councils may be 
made. up from judges of the Supreme 


of other judicial officers and distin- 


guished members of the bar. In at least | Tru 


two of the States the chairmen of the 
judiciary committees in the legislative 
bodies are members of the council by 
virtue of their positions. This gives the 
council a direct contact with the assem- 
bly. Otherwise the legislative lawyers 
may indicate a caréless disregard of the 
recommendations of the council. 

It is the business of the council to 
check up on the workings of the courts, 
>to analyze the defects in cowst procedure, 
to study the operations of parole and 
pardon boards and to make recommen- 
dations from time to time for the adop- 
tion of new or the repeal of old legisla- 
tion dealing with crime and _ courts. 
This is a rather large and impressive or- 
der, but the, council is usually made up 
of authorities whose words carry weight 
and as a general proposition assemblies 
would give them prompt and willing 
heed. Sometimes laws are devised by in- 
experienced hands with the unspoken 
hope that they will not successfully op- 
erate. It isa part of the functions of 
the council to polish up and prepare pro- 
posed legislation so that it will at least 
stand up under the first onslaught of the 
courts. 

The general idea is that the judicial 
council should lend all its efforts to sim- 
plifying and speeding justice—to make 
it instantly responsive to the poor as well 
as the rich. If it work heartily in this 
direction it is worth having in every 
State. |

HOW BABY’S MILK FORMULA 
IS STRENGTHENED 

“I have a perfect formula for the 
baby now,” writes his mother, “but 
how shall I increase it so that he 
will have whole milk at 1 year? 
When shall I stop the 10 o'clock 
feeding, if he is only getting four 
feedings a day?” ‘ 

Because of the number of times 
in one week these questions are 
asked, it is evident that they are 
two of the foremost problems the 
first year.

HOW TO FIGURE FORMULA 

Our feeding leaflet explains that 
the baby should have one and one- 
half ounces of milk for each pound 
cf his body weight.

His 
formula will then contain: seven- 
teen times one and one-half or 
twenty-five and one-half ounces of 
milk, which will supply the protein 
needs of a seventeen-pound baby.
